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General Register Office, Adelaide, March 10, 1881. 

Sir—I have the honor to present a report of births, deaths, 
and marriages registered in the year 1880. 

The number of births amount to 10,262 (males, 5,398, 
females, 4,864); the deaths number 3,912 (males 2,207, 
females 1,705); the marriages celebrated number 2291. 

The natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, is 


6,350. The addition of males to the population is 3,191; 
that of females is 3,159. The total increase is 28 above that 
of 1879. 


The births, 10,262, are more numerous than in any pre- 
lous year ; they are 360 above those of 1879. The birth- 
rate to every 1,000 of the population is 38°81. This rate is 
higher than that of any of the last five years; that of the 
previous was 38°80. 

The excess of births in the districts over those of last 
year was—in Adelaide, 148; Hindmarsh, 103; Port Ade- 
laide, 57; Daly, 7; Robe, 17; Mount Barker, 4; Higher- 
combe, 8; Port Gawler, 63; Gilbert, 21; Clare, 72; Frome, 
185; Flinders, 10. ‘The districts in which the increase is 
above 100 are Frome, Adelaide, and Hindmarsh. In four- 
teen districts there is a decrease. In Grey, the number was 
63 less; in Barossa, 71; in Angaston, 36; in Kapunda, 20. 
The remaining decrease is distributed among other districts 
in lower numbers. 

The births, in quarterly divisions of the year, were—in the 
quarter ending 31st March, 2,308; in the quarter ending 
30th June, 2,831; in the quarter ending 30th September, 
2,824; in the quarter ending 31st December, 2,299. The 
distribution of these registrations differs, to some extent, from 
those in previous years. In each of the years from 1876, 
the September quarter has been invariably the highest in 
the number of births. In 1876, the excess of births in the 
September quarter, above the June quarter (which were the 
next highest), was 50; in 1877, the excess was 191; in 1878, 
the excess was 101; in 1879, the excess was 131. In this 
year, in the September quarter, the number of births was less 
by seven than that in the June quarter. The numbers 2,831 
in the June quarter, and 2,824 in the September quarter, are 
the highest ever registered in those quarters respectively, or 
in any quarterly division of the year. In three out of the 
five years, the lowest number of births was registered in the 
first quarter of the year. 

There were 5,398 boys, and 4,864 girls born in the year. 
The proportion of the births of boys to 100 girlsis 111. ‘This 
is an increase in the proportion of the births of boys, re- 
latively to those of girls, not before reached in any former 
year. In 1877 the proportion of births of males to 100 
females was 107. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths amounted to 8,912. They were 332 above those 
of the previous year. 

The death-rate per 1,000 cf the population is 14°79. This 
is higher than the rate of the previous year, which was 14-04, 
and than that of 1878, which was 14:00. The present death- | 
rate is below that of 1876, which was 16°36, and below that 
of 1878, which was 15°44. The death-rate of England, ac- | 
cording to the last annual report of the Registrar-General 
received, that of 1878, was 21°7 per 1,000 of the population. 

The deaths of males were 2,207; of females, 1,705 3 an, 
excess of the former above those of the latter of 502. In the 
births, the excess of the number of males above that of females 
is 534; inthe deaths, the excess of malesis 502. The addition 
of males to the population above that of females is in excess | 
of that of the latier but 52. The deaths of males to 100 | 
females is 129 The death-rate of males to 1,000 of the male | 
population is 16-00; the death-rate of females to 1,000 of 
the female population is 13°48. | 

The deaths of infants under one year of age numbered | 
1,893; those of males being 790, those of females 603. | 
The deaths of the males exceeded those of the females by. 
187. The proportion of deaths, at various ages, to 100 of | 
the whole number of deaths is—under one year of age, 36; | 
one year and‘ under five, 15; five and under twenty, 9; 
twenty and under forty, 13; forty and under sixty, 14; : 
sixty and under eighty, 12; eighty and above, 1. The pro- | 
portion of deaths of children under one year, of age to 
1,000 births is 135. This is greater than that of 1879, | 
which was 122. In England, in 1878, the proportional | 
number of infants’ deaths to 1,000 births was 152. 

The greatest mortality in the year was in the March 
quarter, when the deaths were 1,097. In the June quarter the 


deaths were 1,005; in the September, 951; in the Decem- 
ber, 859. Compared with the previous year the increase of 
deaths in the first quarter is 128. The relation of deaths 
in each of the quarterly divisions to 1,000 of the whole 
number registered in the year is in the first quarter, 280; in 
the second, 257; in the third, 243; in the fourth, 220. In 
1879 the greatest number of deaths occurred in the June 
quarter, 29%, which is above any one quarter in this year. 
The proportion of deaths in the December quarter of this 
year, 220, is lower than that of the previous year. 

The greatest number of deaths in any one month took 
place in April, when they were reckoned at 392. This 
month has even been notable for its greater mortality above 
any other month. The least number of deaths occurred in 
October, namely, 219. In June, September, and November 
the deaths were 276, 251, and 276, respectively. In each of 
the five months, January, February, March, July, and 
December, the deaths were above 360. In May they were 
337; in August, 333. 

The deaths in the district of Adelaide were 1,646. The 
proportion of deaths in this district to 1,000 of the total of 
deaths registered in the province is 420. In 1879 the 
deaths were 1,476, and were in proportion to 1,000 of ali 
the deaths registered in the province, 412. Compared with 
1879, the deaths in the district of Hindmarsh are 42 in 
excess. The increase in the district of Daly is 22; of 
Robe, 14; of Gilbert, 14; of Burra, 19; of Clare, 533 of 
Upper Wakefield, 19; of Frome, 75. ‘The registrations of 
deaths appear less in the following districts :—Port Adelaide, 
14; Grey. 18; Strathalbyn, 23; Morphett Vale, 9: Port 
Gawler, 9; Barossa, 20; Angaston, 11; Kapunda, 14. 

Causes of Death.—Zymotic Diseases. The deaths in this 
class number 935. ‘The proportion to 1,000 of deaths from 
all causes is 240. They are 125 above those of the previous 
year. The increase occurs chiefly under the order miasmatic 
diseases, which has risen from 717 to 832. Compared with 
1879 the individual diseases which contribute to this increase 
are—measies, 9 for 1 ; scarlatina, 105 for 72; diphtheria, 93 
for 82; croup, 103 for 86; diarrhaa, 287 for 230; cholera, 
23 for 10. Deaths from typhoid fever were less by 38. 

The number of infants under one year of age whose 
deaths arose from miasmatic diseases is 334. Of this 
number 218 are attributable to diarrhea. Consequent on 
this cause, the deaths were 56 in January; 49 in March ; 
and 46 in December. In June, July, August, September, 
and October, the deaths were 6, 4, 1, 5, 1, respectively. In 
the month of April the deaths from typhoid fever were 16 ; 
in May, 8; in the otier months they range from 6 to 2. 

Censtitutional Diseases.—The proportion of deaths from 
these diseases to 1,000 of the total for the province is 136, 
They have increased 35 over those of 1879. This additional 
number is found under dietic diseases, and amongst infants 
under one year of age. To tabes mesenterica are attributable 
54 deaths. Phthisis has 277 deaths in the place of 271, 
The greatest fatality arising from phthisis was in April, 34, 
and in September, 31. The deaths in January are 17; in 
November, 17; in October, 18. 

The high number of 39 is assigned to hydrocephalus, 
which, in the immediately preceding, reached to 19, 

Local Diseases.—The mortality under this division is 
unusually large, the deaths being 1,502. Such is an increase 
of 89 over those of 1879. Under diseases of the nervous 
system there is a lessening of 72 deaths. This appears 
most especially under convulsions, which have a decrease of 
33; and diseases of the brain, which are less by 46. 
Diseases of the organs of circulationThe deaths in the 
total are but one above those of the former year. From 


, heart disease there are five more deaths. 


Deaths from diseases of the respriatory organs are 
especially numerous. Whereas, in 1879 they reached 376, 
in this year they attain to 551, an excess in the latter year 
over that of the former of 175. In the majority of specified 
diseases the difference in this year does not appear to dis- 
advantage. In pneumonia there is only an increase of 2. 
The greatest difference is from bronchitis. In1879 the deaths 
from this cause were 145; in the present year they are 323. 
No one disease has recorded under it so large a number of 
deaths. ‘The months in which bronchitis principally 
prevailed are July, in which 70 deaths were registered; in 
August with 64 deaths; in September with 34. Of the 134 
deaths in July and August 94 were those of infants. Above 
one year of age and under five years the deaths were 19 
The deaths of persons above 60 were 15. ; 


Diseases of the Digestive Organs.—There are fewer cases 

of death under this division. Enteritis was the cause of 38 
deaths: peritonitis of 35; liver disease of 43. 
: Deaths from diseases of the urinary organs are 67, an 
increase of 22. The number under the different diseases 
vary to no great extent. In this year are 5 deaths from stone, 
and § from cystitis, which causes of death do not appear in 
the year before. 

Developmental Diseases.—In this year the deaths in this 
class are not excessive. They amount to 698, and exceed 
the previous year by 38. 

Deaths from premature birth are not sonumerous. Deaths 
from teething are 15 above. 

Deaths from childbirth are less in number. 

From old age the deaths were 166, which is above the 
average. Of these deaths 79 were those of males; 87 
those of females. Nine deaths occurred of persons between 
the ages of 90 and 95 years; one between the age of 94 
and 100 years. 

The deaths from atrophy and dibility were 812; of which 
265 are those of children under one year. The whole 
number of deaths from these causes exceed those of the 
previous year by 8. Most of the deaths, 45, took place in 
April. The number in October was reduced to 9. 

There is nothing remarkable in the order of diseases in 
this class. 

The proportion of the deaths of male infants to 1,000 of 
the births of males is 273; that of females to 1,000 of the 
births of females is 245. 

Violent Deaths——The deaths in this class are 216; an 
increase of 11 above those of 1879. 

The number of deaths registered under accident or 
negligence is 186; under homicide, 5; under suicide, 25. 

In the deaths from accident or negligence are included 96 
from fracture and contusion. Thirty of these took place in 
the district of Adelaide, 11 in the district of Clare, and 11 in 
the district of Frome. Eighty-six of the deaths were of 
males, 10 of females. From burns and scalds resulted 
22 deaths, 6 being those of males, 16 of females; three of 
the deaths were of children under one year of age, and 13 of 
the ages from one year and under five. Drowning was the 
cause of 40 deaths of males and 7 of females. ‘Thirty-three 
deaths were of males of the ages between 10 and 50 years. 
In the district of Adelaide 7 persons were drowned; in 
Port Adelaide, 2; in Daly, 6; in Kapunda, 4; in Clare, 4; 
in Frome, 5. Of 25 suicides 13 were committed in the 
district of Adelaide, 4 in that of Frome. The men number 
19, the women 6. Six men destroyed themselves by gun- 
shot wounds, and 5 by cut or stab. The greater number of 
deaths were by drowning. Most of the suicides by men 
were by those of the ages between 25 and 50 years, by women 
between 30 and 45. 

MARRIAGES. 

The marriages number 2,291. They exceed those of 1879 
by 53, The proportion to every thousand of the population 
is 8°66. This varies but little from that of former years 
from 1876. Exception is to be made for 1878, when the rate 
was 9°47. The marriage-rate, or number of persons married 
relatively to 1,090 of the population, is 17°32. The marriage- 
rate in England, thus estimated, is given as 15-3 in 1878. 


Persons married, 4,582, included 2,060 bachelors, 2,107 
spinsters, 231 widowers, and 184 widows. 1,967 bachelors: 
married spinsters and 93 married widows; !,967 spinsters 
married bachelors and 140 married widowers. Of 231 
widowers 140 married spinsters and 91 married widows. 

The number of persons married under 20 years of age was 
764, that of the women being 701. The number between 
20 and 25 years was 2,167; of men 1,116, of women 1,051. 
At these last ages the number both of men and women 
married is higher than at any other period of life. The 
number is the same as that registered in 1879. The men 
are less in number by 36; the women more by 95. Under 
30 years there were married 600 men and 283 women—an 
increase in both over the previous year. In the higher ages 
the numbers differ but slightly. In 59 marriage certificates 
the ages of both persons married or of one are not given. The 
Registrar-General of England writes in his report for 1878 
—‘j should be glad if the clergy, at the time of registering 
the marriage, would state that it is of considerable impor- 
tance, not only to the parties themselves, that their precise | 
ages should be returned either for tracing pedigree or for 
proof of personal identification in establishing title to 
property, but that such particulars would also enhance the 
value of these national records for purposes of statistical 
investigation.” ; 

As shown in previous annual returns, it appears in this 
year that the greatest number were celebrated in the March 
quarter. The December quarter succeeds this as the next 
highest in number. 

The signatures by marks, 275, are 25 less than 1879.
